The "Crepe Hanger” has dis¬ 
appeared. 

And Jeed Haase, its creator, Is 
peeved because Sierra Madre&ns 
are undecided or divided- on 
whether it is art or whether a 
Joke was perpetrated on them in 
the hanging of the picture in 
the current art exhibit in the 
T "Little Gallery’ 'at the City Hall* 
v As mysteriously as it appeared 
among the canvasses to be hung 
at the opening of the present 
showing of paintings just before 
the Wistaria Fete,- the "Crepe 
Hanges” disappeared from the 
south wall of the ‘Little Gallery’ 
last week. 

Everyone connected with the 
exhibit professes ignorance of 
who took it down, who gave the 
ofder to take it down or whether 
it] is lost, strayed or stolen. 

In a letter to THE NEWS post¬ 
marked at Laguna Beach. 
California’s best known art 
colony, and signed by Jeed Haase, 
vigorous protest is entered against 
the suggestion that the picture 
may be a joke. It is art in its 
truest sense, Mr. Hasse insists. 
But he says nothing of the dis¬ 
appearance of the painting in this 
city— doesn’t even mention the 
subject. And every day visitors 
at the “Little Gallery” demand to 
be shown the much discussed can¬ 
vass. It has drawn hundreds here. 

It disappeared so suddenly and 
so quietly that attendants at the 
City Hall did not know for two 
days that it had vanished. 

"Hanging in the gallery," they 
mechanically told inquiring visit¬ 
ors who inquired about it after 
— they had been unable to identify 
it among the paintings that re¬ 
main. And finally, when an irate 
woman visitor insisted that it 
wasn’t "hanging in the gallery," 
they looked. And it wasn’t. 

Mrs. Fred Griebenow, chairman 
of the art committee responsible 
< for Sierra Madras art exhibit, 
says she knows nothing about it. 

"It seems to have gone «9 mys¬ 
teriously as it came," she says. 

Mrs. Griebenow was not here 
when the exhibit containing it 
opened. Mrs. Edith Hawxhurst 
was appointed by Mrs. Griebenow 
to supervise the showing and it 
was opened under her direction. 

“I haven’t the slightest idea 
what could have happened to it 
and I certianly gave no Instruc¬ 
tions for Its removal or disposi¬ 
tion," said Mrs. Hawxhurst on 
her return to the city after sev¬ 
eral days. It was during her ab¬ 
sence that the "Crepe Hanger" 
vanished. 

This is the letter of protest 
from Mr. Haase:

To the Newspaper Editor, 
r Most Excellent Sir: 

“YoUr newspaper has in print 
an April 3 a most highly written 
article with concern to my work 
of art, "The Crepe Hanger.” But 
^1 am very outraged that you 
print the interogation, ’Is the 
Crepe Hanger Art or Big Joke?" 
That cannot be, no. A picture 
can be art, yes. It cannot be art. 
A picture can be two things only. 
If it cannot be art it Is nothing. 
A big Joke it cannot be, no never. 

“I am also very outraged that 
you have In print that my work 
of art has interjected a mystery. 
I have painted with much pains 
and a very great clarity and 
JMt* most sure delineation and my 
picture U called 'Mystery Picture.' 
I make with all my vigor a 
protest. My art has been put In j 
very great ridicule. Should the ] 
artist put his soul into the pic¬ 
ture by way of the line and ex¬ 
quisite color that it is to be made 
a ‘Mystery Picture' and a 'Big 
Joke' In newspaper print ?

Definite action 'by the school 
board this week assuring estab¬ 
lishment of a community recrea¬ 
tion center at the school, is hailed 
with enthusiasm by business men 
here who plan a number of com¬ 
peting athletic teams for night 
play. 

Bids for an elaborate overhead, 
lighting system for the school 
athletic field were opened at 
a meeting of the school 
board, on Friday and the contract!

The lighting system will 
make possible night-time use of 
a tennis coart, two handball 
courts and a baseball diamond.; 
The company's offer of $1244 for 
the job was only $11 lower than 
the bid of the next lowest com¬ 
peting firm. Other offers to con¬ 
tract ranged several hundred dol-1 
lars higher. 

Through a special arrangement 
with the school board, cost of use- 
ing the system will be borne on 
an hour-basis by each community 
athletic group granted use of the 
playground. A committee com¬ 
posed of members of baseball, 
basketball and tennis groups de¬ 
siring use of the field will soon 
be formed to decide exact pro- 
ceedure to be followed in bearing 
lighting costs.

DANGER TO CHILDREN 
AT SANTA ANITA DAM 

With the approach of the fish¬ 
ing season, which annually draws 
many Sierra Madre anglers, 
young and old, to mountain 
streams and impounded waters, 
County Flood Control authorities 
have issued an Important warning 
to the parents of youngsters and 
sportsmen planning to visit the 
Santa Anita Canyon dam. 

Low waters this vear, exposing 
precipitous canyon walls where 
only Insecure footing may be 
gained, make the accident haz¬ 
ard at the dam. always danger- 
out, greater than ever before. 
Fishermen and boy hikers are 
asked to observe every precau¬ 
tion in approaching canyon walls. 
Tempting fishing spots arc to be 
left severely alone if access can 
be gained only through dangerous 
paths. 

The warning Is issued in the 
hope that such a tragedy as oc¬ 
curred last year, when *i fisher¬ 
man lost his footing and plunged 
to death in the dam waters, will 
be averted this summer.

earlier than seedlings and each 
plant furnishes a number of stem>. 

Snapdragon seed is fine and 
needs careful sowing not to get 
it planted so thickly that a large’ 
number of plants will not be de¬ 
stroyed in transplanting. It is best 
sown in cool quarters. It germin- 
nates rather slowly and at first 
growth is slow, the seed leaves 
enlarging before the true leaves 
get into action. After this slow 
start, however, it grows rapidly 
and spins up to a spike of bloom. 
It has become a popular green¬ 
house plant. 

The tall giant types grown to 
one magnificent terminal spike 
are the kind used for greenhouse 
work. In the garden this type will 
do well but it cannot be expected 
to produce the magnificent spikes 
outdoors that it does under the 
controlling conditions of heat and 
moisture in a greenhouse. 

A favorite method of growing 
the tail sorts is to let-them grow 
until they have made 12 leaves. 
Then pinch out the top, tie firm¬ 
ly to a slake and the plant will 
branch freely and make an oval 
bush covered with short spikes of 
bloom. This method produces the 
greatest amount of bloom from
